More Than Five Million Dollars

accommodation of a great rush at the 
office of the County Tax Collector 
Monday next, the first day for the 
payment of taxes for the new year. 
Though the payment of taxes is sup- 
posed to be second only to death in 
the matter of popularity, Collector 
Welch has been besieged for weeks 
by a throng eager to pay up; the crush 
has been so great that it became nec- 
essary to post large notices announc- 
ing that payments could not be made 
until the second Monday of the pres- 
ent month. A large force of deputies 
will be on hand to care for the jam 
of the first few days. * 

A total of $5,221,721.69 is charged to 
the County Collector this year, less 


than $200,000 above last year’s total. 


It is the bellef of Mr. Welch and his 
chief deputy, Sam T. Curson, that 
their big task wil cleaned up with 
a smaller delinque 
last year, which was not very great. 


Aiready more than 2000 requests for 


statements of taxes due have been re. 
ceived from property owners; the an- 
swers are about to be mailed. 

The combined State and county‘rate 
for incorporated cities ts $1.10 on each 
$100 of, assessed valuation—just what 
it wan ast year. The amount to be 
collected‘ at this rate is $3,515,350.56. 
State, county and road tax on every- 
thing outside -incorporated§ cities is 
$1.70 on each $100, the total to be col- 
lected being $1,020,199.21.

Angeles, I decided that there would be 
little trouble in getting him safeiy to 
the penitentiary. As, the train pulled 
out, Morton, shacki hand and foot, 
leaned beck in his chair ahd gave a 
great gasp of relle™ ‘Thank God,’ 
out of there’ he said as he turned his 
head toward the window. ‘I would 
spend a thousand years in the pen!- 
tentiary rather than go back to Los 
Angeids.” 

“Nevertheless, I took no chances with 
him and kept him heavily ironed to 
Deputy Sheriff Holman. 

“On reaching the town of Folsom I 
expected no trouble, but took the pre- 
caution to keep the negro cuffed to 
Officer Holman. When I looked out 
of the train window IT saw nothing to 
alarm me. and we left the train. I 
walked over to the telegraph office and 
wiwed Under Sheriff Dishman that we 
had arrived safely. 

OMINOUS GATHERING. 

“As I stepped out of the station, I 
saw a group of men ga ering. I did 
not pay much attention to them until 
I felt the negro clutch my arm. He 
was fairly palsied with fright. He 
evidently knew by instinct that there 
was trouble ahead: of him. I pulled 
him back in the office and loosened 
the hander on Officer Holman’s 
wrist. I didn't intend to see that of- 
ficer comesso harm if they did get the 
negro and I wanted Holman to be in 
a position to get his hands free as 
quickly as possible. We walked over 
to the saloon, appearing as careless 
Aas possible.

“They listened to my story about the 
alleged burglary, but ‘what they 
Wanted to do was to hang a nes™ 
and they weren't particular so long 
as he waa black. . 

“I guess I talked to them about five 
minutes, but it seemed an hour, and 
all the time I was working Holman 
and the prisoner over toward the bus 
I got them on board just as members 
of the mob began to yell ‘Hang Gim, 
anyhow.’ 

“At that I ordered the driver to let 
go. There came a cut of the lash, the 
horses leaped forward, I threw the ne- 
gro down in the bottom of the bus and 
‘eaned down to keep out of the way 
Of lead persuasion. 

“When Morton heard the gates of 
the penitentiary clang shut behind 
him, he heaved a great aigh of relief 
and almost fainted. I would not like 
to be in his shoes up there, because 
the officers of the prison know of the 
crime and some of the prisoners also 
have heard. His life may not be 4 
happy one.”

CAPTOR OF OUTLAWS

NE of the men who fought many 

battles with outlawry in Los An- 

geles county thirty years ago was 
laid to rest in Rosedale Cemetery yes- 
terday.

OW TO MAKE 
A PHONY COIN. 


QUEER LESSONS GIVEN WITH A 
MOVING PICTURE. 


Secret Service Men Seize Films of 
Cheap Pictoral Shows and Destroy 
Them on the Ground That They 
Encourage Counterfeiting—Orders 
issued by Department. _ 


Moving-picture theaters have come 
under the watchful eye of the United 
States Secret Service men, because, it 
is alleged, they have been accessory to 
the tmcrease of counterfeiting in many 
parts of the country. 

The offending pictures, which brought 
these shows into disrepute with the 
Treasury Department. give a life-sized 
exhibition of the making of counterfeit 
dollars. The film begins with a se 
of pictures, showing how the molds of 
plaster of Paris are made, and runs 
through the whole gamut of molding, 
polishing and passing of the bad coin. 
Then follows the chase and; capture of 
the counterfeiter—in the cture. 

It is*the first part of the film to 
which the attention of the secret-serv- 
ice men was directed. The Treasury 
Department believes that this is a reg- 
ular lesson in the schoo! of crime, and 
puts it into the minds of men and boys 
to experiment with coins and plaster of 
Paris, who otherwise would gever 
think of such a thing. 

These films were ufactured in 
Chicago. After taking the matter up > 
with the United States Attorney in that 
city, the Treasury Department ordered 
them confiscated and destroyed, and 
the making stopped. secret-serv- 
ice men carrfed out the order. 

John E. Wilkie, chief of the secret 
service, was so impressed with the fll 


effects of pictures of this class 
thas he hes issued an order 
to all of his men to keep 


eyes open for similar exhibitions, and 
to confiscate any film which portrays 
the methods used in violating the laws 
pertaining to counterfeiting stamps, 
coins, bills and bonds. Many such films 
are still extant, as they were sent out 
broadcast. . 

In his annual report on the work of 
the secret-service division of the Treas- 
ury Department, Chief Wilkiie says on 
this subject: “Im connection with the 
marked increase in coin manufactur- 
ing there is an interesting fact that te 
a certain extent may have been re- 
sponsible for some of the offenses. 
Among the films exhibited in the cheap 
picture shows, which are scattered all 
over the United States, there was one 
which told the story of the operations 
of a gang of coiners, and one part of 
the film was devoetd to a detailed ex- 
position of the method of manufactur- 
ing counterfeit coins by the molding 
process. 

“Every step in the production of a 
base metal counterfeit. from mixing 
the plaster of Paris, from which the 
molds are made, to the plating and 
finishing of the product, was shown, 
and provided an object lesson in coun- 
terfeiting that could not fail to appeal

Not only this, but the ever-increasing jumble of 
wires and pipes under our streets is becoming so 
mixed up as to be bewildering, causing no end of 
complications ahd trouble.

ETECTIVES IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
: Every now and then we are allowed a glimpse 
behind the curtain that usually ‘covers the ma- 
chinery of the graft prosecution in San Francisco, 


and the momentary disclosure is by no means 4@ 


pleasant one. A few days ago, for example, a boy 
of £9, humorously described as a special agent at- 
tached to the District Attorney’s office, was charged 
with contempt of court and was leniently punished 
by an imprisonment of two days. His offense was 
a barefaced attempt to interview two of the tem- 
porarily accepted jurymen in the Ruef case and to 


‘ascertain the direction of their sympathies. Pos- 


sibly the boy himself knew no better, although it 
is more likely that he was simply obsessed with the 
conviction that agents of the prosecution might do 
anything they pleased, either within or without the 
law. If so, he shared in a fallacy commonly enter- 
tained by his superiors. At about the same time 
another juryman complained to the court that his 
life was rendered almost unbearable by the shadow- 
ing to which he was subjected, and that he felt that 
a persecution so persistent and so unrelenting would 
warp his judgment and prejudice his mind. Thanks 
to the prosecution, a prospective juryman has now 


every reason to feel that he is in the position of a 


worse fate could be- 


suspected criminal, and that 
or a solemn and re- 


fall him than to be chosen 
sponsible public duty. 

If San Francisco likes to be covered with a net- 
work of officia! spies, it is, of course, her own busi- 
ness, but the grave injury to justice is no less de- 
plorable. The chief spy of them all, Detective 
Burns, draws a salary from the city of $625 a 
month. He can have no legitimate duties to per- 
form, since all material facts in the case have long 
since become a matter of court record. If he has 


any duties at all they can be nothing more onerous | 


than an inquiry into the records of prospective jury- 
men, and even this, it seems, is delegated to an army 
of young people, some of whom cannot keep them- 
selves clear of a grave contempt of court. 

That Mr. Burns should receive such a salary 
from the city, so far in excess of the average in- 
come of those who pay it to him, is nothing short of 
a public scandal. He can certainly have nothing to 
do that the ordinary police force cannot do equally 
well. His pay is greater than that of the Governor 
of California, greater than that of a United States 


Circuit Judge, greater than that of the Mayor of 


San Francisco, more than twice as much as that 
of the State Controller, the State Treasurer, the 
Surveyor-General or the Adjutant-General, who re- 
ceive $3000 a year each, as. against $7500 a year 
paid to a detective who has been at work for two

it. The term of “graft prosecution” is assuming 
quite a new significance. 

When the people have had enough of this sort 
of thing they will doubtless say so. Detective 
Burns draws his salary, as his numerous satellites 
draw theirs, through the complacence of the city 
government, which seems to suppose that anything 
and everything is justifiable, so long as it belongs 
to the work of corporation baiting. The graft pros- 
ecution shows every sign of being a permanent in- 
stitution, so far, at least, as the present century is 
concerned, and a detective at $7500 a year is not 


likely to exhaust himself in an effort to curtail it. 


The fate of Judge Dunne at the forthcoming elec- 
tion will serve to’ show the extent to which San 
Francisco has experienced a change of heart since 
first she put the prosecution into the saddle. From 
the very beginning Judge Dunne seems to have been 
a pro partisan of the prosecution. It was

Miss Housel of Huntington Hall Re- 
turns from the East—Her 
School. 


In an interview yesterduy 


afternoon 


with Miss Housel, principal of the 
| Huntington Hall School for girls in 
|this city, and who has recently re- 
}turned frem the East, whither she 


to attend a conference of east- 
ern educators, some interesting facts 
as regards present-day education were 
elicited. From what Miss Housel has 
seen and heard, Los Anceles can cer- 
tainly pride herself upon her. excep- 
tional educational advantages. 

Migs Housel is a firm believer in in- 
dividtal instruction, and demonstrates 
clearly and emphatically that al! 
echool work must made more prac- 
tical and that instructors must be 
brought into the closest possible re- 
lationship with their pupils, ,if the 
best results are to be obtained. Sec- 
ondary schools, she sa}s, which ad- 
mit of more than ten pupils in a 
class, fail to bring out the ‘.ighest and 
best in a pupil, for the obvious rea- 
son that a teacher cannot efficiently 
devote her time to individual instruc- 
tion where classes contain thirty or 
more pupils. 

The teachers of Huntington Hall ali 
adopt the system of individual in- 
struction: all of them are eastern 
college women, holding degrees of 
B.A., M.A. and Ph.D... and in addi- 
tion, all have had advantage of Euro- 
pean travel and study. To meet the 


demand of the public, as well 
as eastern colleges, Miss Hous- 
el's pupils, if they desire, 


do two years of college work before 
going East. Often a girl completes 
ther college preparation at the age of 
16. which ts too young for college 
life. She needs closer personal care 
than colleges are equipped to give her. 
To remain out of school and wait for | 
years to pass is unwise. She should 
have advanced credit at college for 


all s@tisfactory w This is done 
by securing instruct@rs capeble of and 
satisfactory to the Cemarnds of col- 
leges. Courses of study in English, 


French, mathematics and histery in 


the freshman and sophomore years 
are the same as those offered at 
eastern colleges and advance credit 
for al! work fn these courses is ac- 
cepted at the universities of Stanford 
and Berkeley. 
As regards the “finishing-school, 
Miss Housel sees.no use for the su- 
perficial finishing-school, “from which 
girls return home, finished in: man- 
ners, finished in health, finished in the 
latest siang, while the father of. such 
has to pay the piper for all these ex- 
tra accomplishments and finds his 
daughter about as much help and 
comfort as a mummy on the shelf.”
